It was in- 
tended as a notice that shc'uld the rev- 
olution succeed neither the Terrazas 
nor the Creel families will be allowed 
any indemnity for their losses. 

Accused of Fomenting Treachery. 

The decree accuses the Creels and 
the Terrazas families of “withholding 
taxation and of fomenting the treach- 
ery of Orozco and Huerta,” and states 
that the property shall be given to the 
widows and orphans caused by blood- 
shed among’ the ‘Mexicans. All con- 
tracts made with the Creels and Ter- 
razas since February 18, 1913, are de- 
clared vold. 

Luis Terrazas, Jr., eldest. son of the 
land owner, is held a prisyvner at 
Chihuahua, and the rebels have ap- 
propriated to their use as much of the 
moveable property as they could seize. 

Efforts were made by rebel leaders 
working directly with General Villa 
today to effect some sort of a settle- 
ment in regard te the property of the 
expelled Spantards.

So Imminent Physicians De- 
clare—Radium Bank Pro- 
posed for Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, December 16.—Stimu- 
lus has been given to the movement for 
a radium bank in Philadelphia by the 
announcement made last night by Dr. 
'Howard A. Kelly, of Johns Hopkins 
|university, and Dr. Robert Abbe, of 
New York, that the word cure can now 
be properly applied to the radium form 
of treatment of cancer. Physicians 
today are discussing the statements 
made by these two physicians that the 
power of the Gama rays of radium over 
certain forms of cancer is not only 
wonderful but almost unbelievable. 

Dr. Kelly exhibited photographs of 
patients before and after being cured 
and told of the cure in forty- 
eight hours of a man suffering from 
malignant cancerous growths on the 
face and head. 

The physicians were careful to state 
that the cure can at present be applied 
only to superficial cancer in its early 
stages. What the mysterious element 
may accomplish in advanced and inter- 
nal cases is a matter for further ex- 
periment, they said. 

The meeting of the College of Physi- | 
cians and Surgeons at which the two: 
specialists spoke was attended by many |, 
of the physicians and surgeons of Phil- | 
adelphia, and they listened in obvious 
amazement to the addresses. AS a re- 
sult of the meeting it is expected that 
the projected radium bank, where will 
be on deposit a portion of the curing 
element, will soon be established. Then 
patients can be brought from all sec- 
tions and subjected to the radium rays 
for the treatment not only of cancer, 
but of other diseases in which its use 
has been found to be efficacious.

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A CURE FOR DEMAGOGUES. 

Herbert A. Scheftel, of New York, has 
devised what he regards as a cure for dem- 
agogues. He would unionize the stockhold- 
-ers of industrial and railroad enterprises in 
America. He has introduced a resolution 
looking to that end in the national chamber 


of commerce, and declares in a letter to 


The New York Times that the idea is going 
like a house a-fire. Mr. Scheftel’s belief is 
that such an organization would act as a 
healthy deterrent on reckless baiting of 
business and impress politicians with a due 
sense of their responsibilities. 

Here are some of Mr. Scheftel’s toler- 
ably sound thoughts on the situation he is 
striving to reach: 

It is an astonishing thing that one hears 
today only of attacks on capital and that 
nothing is being said for business construc- 
tion. The impression that a great part of 
business is corrupt and must be attacked 
is conveyed by the politicians, when, as a 
matter of fact. the country itself realizes 
that the greatest percentage of business in 
the United States is ce onducted honestly and 
on a proper basis. There is, even among 
politicians who try to be fair, a _ pitiful 
amount of “honest, economic ignorance:” and 
such an organization of shareholders as has 
been suggested might help to enlighten the 
politicians and to bring some of them to a 


better realization of the dangerous effect of 
their policies upon the whole country. 


The trouble with many of our near- 
statesmen is that they have been confusing 
correction with destruction. Undeniably, 
‘big and little business in this country has 
been in need of a revising of its unwritten 
laws and a purging of its code of ethics. 
That has been accomplished and still is be- 
ing accomplished through healthful agita- 
tion and through the inevitable evolution of 
public sentiment. If tne process stopped 


. 


within constructive bounds all would be 
well. But the muck-rakers and demagogues 
seized upon the prevalent unrest created by 
these changing standards to sow the belief 
that virtue in the business world was an 
unknown quantity; that crookedness was 
characteristic. They have not scrupled to 
capitalize suspicion and make a political 
asset out of ignorant prejudice. 

Big business, and especially that of the 
_public utility sort, in this country is going 
to be made to be good hereafter, to avoid 
the old overreaching practices and to re- 
spect the public rights. But in the process 
it is imperative that the men, the women 
and the children who have their all invested 
in manv of these properties, and whose sav- 
ines are required to rehabilitate a good 
many of them, be given a square deal. The 
organization suggested by Mr. Scheftel will 
not be a specific for the demagogue. The 
slow course of time must be depended upon 
for his absolute elimination. But a salu- 
tary check can be applied to the ghost- 
dancer, not only of the political stripe, but 
equally the one that inflames hatred and 
incendiarism in newspapers and magazines. 


AN ORDERLY CHRISTMAS. 


In past years Christmas in Georgia as in 
most other American states has been a 
saturnalia of murder, debauchery and crime 
in its various repugnant aspects. In some 
respects it has been as unlike the celebra- 
tion of the natal day of the Prince of Peace 
as though it were a pagan carnival sur- 
rounded with pagan rites and license. 

The ministers, the police authorities, the 
press and other public influences might 
well begin now to take steps for rigorous 
precautionary measures to the end that 
Georgia, whatever else may be done in other 
commonwealths, shall observe a truly Chris- 
tian Christmas. 

Pertinence is given these suggestions by 
a communication, published elsewhere, from 
Mrs. Sophie Lee Foster, state regent of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. The 
D. A. R. last year inaugurated a movement 
for a sane Christmas. Its members, women 
of prominence and influence in every pari 
of the state, brought every possible pres- 
sure to bear to insure that the day should 
be one of peace and quiet and safety, as 
against turmoil, noise and riot. With added 
impetus, the campaign is again launched 
this year. The D. A. R. is appealing for a 
true interpretation of Christianity in Geor- 
gia, in behalf of law and order and against 
heathenish customs, 

A more sinister feature of the perversion 
of Christmas is touched upon in a card 
published elsewhere from Booker Washing- 
ton. Washington with perfect accu- 
racy that Christmas, here and there among 
the whites but emphatically among his own

people, has come to be an occasion synony- 
mous with slaughter, maimings and intoxi- 
cation. The deadly combination of pistols 


and whisky reaps its annual harvest, unfor- 
tunatelv not confined to the day itself. 

When we consider tnat law and the 
church assumedly reign in Georgia, as in 
the remainder of America, it is difficult to 
explain national tolerance of this caricatur- 
ing of a holy occasion. It is idle to sav that 
we cannot have a Christian, or at least a 
civilized, Christmas. The reason we have 
trouble in enforcing a civilized Christmas is 
that law in a sense breaks down the year 
around. And when we make that admission 
we indict not only the efficiency of the law, 
but also the elficiency and the appeal of 
every church in the land. The arraignment 
is not confined either to the church or the 
law. It must extend, also, to an apathetic 
public sentiment, tha Witnesses yearly 
these reversions to barbarism with an al 
most criminal failure to recognize its own 
responsibility in the premises. 

Whether at Christmas or upon any other 
day of the year, the man who carries a con. 
cealied weapon is, in all essentials, a savage, 
menacing society; he should 
be treated as such.

militant public sentiment. There is no rea- 
son why Georgia should not have a Yule 
season largely shorn of barbarism. It is not

WHAT BECAME OF 


The sea has had its full quota of myster- 


ies. During the past century many vessels 
have sailed away from a port, never to be 
heard from again, and those that have been 
eventually found have been devoid of any 
evidence as to how they came to be over- 
taken and wrecked. Probably no wreckage 
at sea has ever had revealed the direct 
cause of it, though many conflicting reports 
are given out, generally by those responsible 
in an effort to shield themselves from care- 
lessness, 

Seventy-five years ago Englishmen and 
Amerieans were rejoicing that steamers had 
Succeeded in regularly crossing the Atlantic, 
that a voyage could be made in a fortnight, 
and that the first of the Cunarders, tne. side- 
wheeler Britannia, had come into Boston 
after one of the quickest passages known. 
Steam, it was said, had conduered the sea, 
and men who had gone to London, spent 
nearly a week in England, and came back, 
all. within thirty days, were regarded as 
wonderful examples of the new celerity in 
transatlantic travel. 

One of the vessels which had not long 
before been launched, and which the Eng- 
lish-speaking world hailed with admiration: 
as to steam leviathan, was the President. 
The liners which now plow their way across 
the Atlantic in five days are not more im- 
pressive than this ship with her two hun- 
dred and sixty-eight feet in length, her six- 
ty-four feet in width, and her twenty-three 
hundred and sixty tons register was to the 
generation which welcomed her into the 
harbor of New York. 

The President was less than a year old 
when, on March 10, 1841, she left her dock 
at New York and steamed Slowly down the 
bay, her figurehead, which was a bust of 
W ashington after Canova, pointing proudly 
along the ocean route to England. 

In April reports began to come from Liv- 
erpool that the President was ov erdue, tnat 
nothing had been heard of her, and that 
great anxiety was rife. The only ray of 
light that was shed upon the my stery was 
that a Portuguese brig had sighted a large 
steamer moving slowly under sail, but she 
did not hail the brig. nor did she appear 
to be in-a disabled state. 

Through the spring and far into the sum- 
mer of 1841 there was agony of suspense 
in England as well as in the United States.

Editor Constitution: In many parts of the 
country where our race lives in large num- 
bers a cloud of gloom ts spread over the 
Christmas holiday season because of the 
large number of people who are murdered or 
wounded. Many of our people seem to feel 
that Christmas is for the purpose of drinking 
whisky, carrying pistols or shooting or mur- 
dering somebody. This kind of thing is not 
confined to the negro race, but just now I am 
trying especially to advise my race. 

A eareful study and observation convince 
me that shootings and murders are brought 
about by two causes. The first cause is 
drinkine—many of our people who during the 
other months of the year seldom touch whis- 
ky, feel at liberty, in fact, the necessity, of 
drinking and making fools of themselves 
during the Christmas holidays. 

These murders are brought about in the 
second place by the senseless and useless 
habit of carrying pistols on ones body for 
the mistaken purpose of self-defense or pre- 
tection. 1 have not ‘carried a pistol in all 
my life, and do not keep one in the house, 
for 1 found that the carrying of a pistol or 
other weapon gets one into trouble in nine 
cases where it keeps one out of trouble in 
one case. 

Far-Reaching Effects. | 

It used to be that the Fourth of shuly was 
a noisy, senseless occasion, where hundreds 
of people were murdered through the shoot- 
ing off of firecrackers and firearms; a re- 
so that the 


form has been brought about 
Fourth of July is now a safe, sane season. 
Why cannot we as a race do our part in 


bringing about some kind of a reform with 
reference to the Christmas season? Why 
cannot we change the policy of whisky 
drinking and pistol carrying so that Christ- 
mas will not bring sorrow, but only joy and 
gp ladness? 

Think of it, instead of Christmas being a 
day of thanksgiving, joy and gladness, it is 
too often turned into a day of.misery and 
woe, even for a lifetime. Christmas leaves 
behind it penniless widows with children to 
support. It leaves disappointed, broken- 
hearted parents, whose children, heated with 
liguor, have committed some shameful or 
criminal act. Hundreds of young men who 
would otherwise lead decent upright lives 
have begun their careers as jailbirds on 
Christmas day, and almost equally as many 
young women, due to license of the season, 
have started on a course of shame and dis- 
grace. 

My especial purpose in writing this letter 
is to make a definite, strong and personal 
appeal to every minister, to every Sunday 
school teacher, to every public school teach- 
er and every parent to use his influence to 
have the drinking of whisky and the carry- 
ing of firearms stopped during the Christ- 
mas season. If something could be said by 
the ministers and teachers and other leaders 
in every church in the south on this subject 
on Sunday, December 21, Il am sure it would 
accomplish great good. Perhaps we might 
designate the day as “Antl-Whisky and Anti- 
Pistol Day.” 1 very much wish that all the 
ministers and teachers in the day and public 
schools might set aside this special Sunday, 
or a special day where attention through the 
medium of sermons of lectures might be cadl- 
ed to this important matter, 

Our young people need to be spoken “fo 
plainly about the senseless and useless habit 
of drinking whisky and carrying pistols. I 
realize fully that the type who are most 
guilty of these acts do not attend church, 
Sunday or day school, and know of the dif- 
ficulties in this direction, but nevertheless if 
each one who reads this communication will 
begin now in some way to do his part to 
bring about a reform, I am sure that the 
coming Christmas season will show an ab- 
sence of whisky drinking and pistol carrying 
that will be most gratifying and encour- 
aging.

to have their obsolete 
market ordinance re-' 
pealed and new ones 
passed. Not only did the! 
market men awaken, 
but the whole town has 
opened its eyes. 

In their remodeled, 
Sanitary public market 
New Orleans women 
now insist that food 
shall be sold at a price 
low enough to make it 
an obje@t for women to 
do thelr own marketing. 
To do this they have

had to eliminate the 


sion dealer. This has 
encouraged farmers 
bring in their produce 
and the result is that 
prices of poultry ana 
farm stuffs have been 
cut squarely in half. 
Said Mrs. Creighton Matthews, chairman of 
the Housewives League of New Orleans, “If 
food on our market was any cheaper than 
it is we would think something was the 
matter with it.” 

But quality of food has not been low- 
ered, on the contrary goods are fresher and 
better than ever. 

The women’ clubs were back of the 
movement, of course. They demanded “that 
markets should be kept open alf day; that 
employees be made to keep themselves im- 
maculately clean; that all floors be tiled 
and all doors screened; that vegetable ven- 


‘ders be encouraged to sell in every part of 


the city at all hours; that farmers be allow- 
ed to sell their products. without a license 
fee. The housewives’ delight at the re- 
sult of their afforts is on a par with that 
of the growers. 

Any town with live women tn it can do 
as much, this is proved by the wonderfully 
good results won by housekeepers in Toledo, 
Ohio. Conditions there were very unpleas- 
ant. The public market was 1m a locality 
where women hesitated to venture. More- 
over the market was over-run with Italians 
and other foreign-born hucksters who dis- 
liked to sell in small quantities. The women 
of the city organized a Housewives’ League 
and demanded “A place to which a woman 
can go in safety with a market basket upon 
her arm; where she can precure any quanti- 
ty of provisions desired; a place where sani- 
tation and cleanliness will have some con- 
sideration.” It was not long before a new 
public market was opened up, centrally lo- 
cated and spotlessly clean. The farmers can, 
and do, come to this place and now it is “the 
thing’ to do.your own marketing if you 
live in Toledo.

In New Jersey farm women are establish- 


ing a chain of grangers’ markets to co- 
operate with city dwellers. This experiment 
is being watched by all classes with much 
interest, as it brings the producer and con- 
sumer together without a middle man, and 
this, ,we all know is the secret of lower 
priced food. . 

In Oklahoma We farm women had a simi- 
lar plan of grange meetings, and it has 
grown to such proportions that this fall they 
were able to hold an international congress 
of farm women.

General Evans, Former “Para- 
mount Carabao,” Declares 


No Harm Was Intended. 


Echoes of the “damn, damn song” 
of the Carabaos, the military order 
composed of regular and volunteer of- 
ficers of the army and navy who have 
served in the Philippines, have reached 


Atlanta. The ditty was sung, much | 
to the displeasure of President Wilson, 
on Thursday night, last, at a dinner 
of the army and navy organization In 
Washington. If current report can be} 
credited, the rendition may yet lead 
to court martials, rebukes and censures 
of certain army officers who were pres- 
ent at the feast. 

Brigadier General Robert K. Evans, 
of this city, and who commands the 
department of the gulf, former Para- 
mount Carabao, which is analogous to 
“president” of the order, issued a state- 
ment to The Constitution late Tuesday 
in which he carefully called the atten- 
tion of his friends and President Wil- 
son to the fact that his knowledge of 
the organization had taught him that 
“it would be quite impossible for the 
order, as a body, to do anything savor- 
ing of adverse criticism of our com- 
mander in chief, the president.” 

General Evans Explains. 

General Evans’ statement follows: 

“The Carabaos are a jolly good bunch 
of soldiers and sailors, and they would 
not say or do anything that would in- 
cur the displeasure of the president in 
any shape or form. 

‘Since the Spanish war, the annual 
dinner of the Carabaos has become the 
leading service event of the year and 
they have been very fine affairs. Mr. 
Taft and leading members of the gov- 
ernment frequently attended them and 
laughed at their Jokes and foolishness. 

“The Order of the Caraodaos is a very 
large institution. It includes the offi- 
cers of the army and tne navy and vol- 
unteers from the Pniuippine war. It 
probably has several thousand mem-
